W ith the coming of Mustol to 
Santa Ana six years ago, the in­

Although

years ago school orchestras were 
said to be a aourco of annoyance, 
today many cities have full sym­ 
phony orchestras In their schools. 
The Santa Ana orchestras have 
appeared 
creditably 
many 
times 
before 
lodges, clubs and 
parent 
teachers' association functions. 
There is a need here, said Miss 
Cornell, for someone who can de­ 
vote full time In training pupils 
to use the various 
Instruments. 
At present this m ust be done by 
teachers who devote most of their 
time to other work. 
Piano instruction In classes of 
fifteen or twenty forms the back­ 
bone of actual instruction In the 
schools. 
Only pupils who are not 
studying under 
private 
teachers 
enter these classes. 
It is rem ark­ 
able, also, that some pupils who 
have no piano at home on which 
to 
practice. 
show 
the 
most 
progress. 
The children use a small card­ 
board keyboard of three octaves 
on which to begin their practice. 
As a result of their work students 
who have exceptional tnlent are 
discovered 
and 
every 
effort 
Is 
made to have them placed under 
private tutors for special Instruc­ 
tion. 
The piano classes were organ­ 
ized over a year ago, the method 
of instruction being known as the 


melody way. 
It has proved very 
effective, said Miss Cornell, In re­ 
vealing 
the 
abilities 
of 
pupils 
along musical lines. 
Otto Mies*- 
ner, 
of 
Los Angeles, 
originated 
this plan of teaching. 
It has been 
used particularly In the elemen­ 
tary schools, which do not have 
the orchestras. 
Until ten years ago, vocal m u­ 
sic was the only kind taught In 
schools. 
Children were taught to 
read and sing music but the in­ 
strum ental side was not touched. 
Only In recent years has Instru­ 
mental W'ork received the atten ­ 
tion of educators. 
As 
a 
result 
scores of cities are giving class 
lessons In 
piano, 
violin, 
cornet, 
clarinet, and other orchestra In­ 
strum ents. 
Every year the high school o r­ 
chestras of Orange county gather 
at one of the schools for a day of 
music. 
While the playing la not 
competitive, 
the 
Santa 
Ana or­ 
chestra has always ranked very 
high 
among the 
school 
musical 
organizations of the county.

ta Ana river above the Prado re­ 
servoir site consists of 748 square 
miles of mountain, 157 square miles 
of foothills and 580 square miles of 
valley, or a total of 1485 square 
miles, exclusive of the basin of the 
Temecula river above Lake E lsi­ 
nore. 
The estimated gross annual 
w ater crop from this area is 360,- 
000 acre feet. 
The Santa Ana 
river at Frado is the largest stream 
In Southern California. 
The flow 
at this point is made up in part 
of flood waves that proceed from 
the upper drainage basin and of a 
rem arkably regular additional flow 
consisting of the seepage and re­ 
turn w aters from the valley areas 
above Prado which absorb a por­ 
tion of the flood w aters and also 
release a substantial quantity of 
underflow from the Irrigated areas 
"The U. S. Geological Survey has 
measured the flow of the river near 
the Prado reservoir since 1920. P ri­ 
or to that time a great num ber of 
separate measurements were made 
by the late H. Clay Kellogg, which 
have been kindly placed a t the dis­ 
posal of the w riter by his spn 
From all of these records It Is es­ 
tim ated 
that 
the 
mean 
annual 
flow 
at 
Prado 
reservoir 
site 
am ounts to 153,000 acre feet per 
annum. 
The consumptive use in 
the upper basin, due principally to 
irrigation, is estim ated a t 207,000 
acre feet applied to 150,000 acres 
of land. 
This area is comparable 
to the 120,000 acres of land esti­ 
mated to be Irrigated In Orange 
county In 1925. 
On this basis the 
actual consumptive use of water 
on the Irrigated areas am ounts to 
1.38 feet in depth per annum. This 
figure Is exceedingly difficult of 
exact determination. 
It has been 
studied by other engineers Inde­ 
pendently who arrive a t quite sim­ 
ilar results. The estim ates of the 
state engineer’s office for the w a­

m ountains closely check those of 
the w riter, but the state engineer 
has not yet presented his estimate 
of the flow at Prado. 
Co-opsrativs Plan 
“In 
determining the respective 
rights of the different portions of 
this drainage basin to this water 
supply, whether It be flood flows 
or regulated discharges, the pri­ 
ority of beneficial use is the gov­ 
erning factor. 
This point should 
be well borne in mind. 
It is high­ 
ly desirable that a friendly co 
operative plan should be developed 
for the entire drainage 
basin of 
the Santa Ana river. 
Up to the 
present time the conservation has 
consisted in spreading w ater on 
the gravel beds in San Bernardino 
county. This work has been grow­ 
ing rapidly in extent during the 
past few years. Orange county gets 
some 
of 
the 
benefits 
resulting 
therefrom. As long as flood waters 
waste Into the sea, at least moral­ 
ly there may not be valid grounds 
for objecting to this process. If. 
however, Orange county expects to 
get the benefit of conserving flood 
waters In the Prado reservoir site, 
it will be necessary to act with 
some reasonable degree of prom pt­ 
ness In so doing. 
“When the available w ater sup­ 
ply, storage capacity, geographic 
position and cheapness of construc­

is 
considered,

other reservoir site south of the 
Tehachapi mountains th at equals 
the Prado site on the Santa Ana 
river. 
It was surveyed for Orange 
county by Mr. Rowe and his sur­ 
vey checked by a second survey 
made by the state Engineer’s of­ 
fice.

'All 
of 
these 
other 
reservoirs 
have m uch higher dam s th an th at 
proposed for Prado. The California 
state engineer’s office has survey 
ed and estim ated 
upon 
six res 
ervolr sites on the principal tribu 
taries of the S an ta A na rlvAr above 
Prado. 
T heir com bined 
capacity 
is 98,395 acre feet, th eir estim ated 
aggregate cost Would be $49,376,- 
000, the average cost per acre foot 
of storage $502. 
These figures are 
com parable w ith the capacity of 
the P rado reservoir of 174,000 acre 
feet w hich has been estim ated to 
cost $5,000,000 or a t the ra te of 
$28.70 per acre foot of storage c a ­ 
pacity. 
In o th er words, the ca 
pacity of th e P rado reservoir is 
1.8 tim es a s g reat as th e combined 
capacity of the six sites in the u p ­ 
per S an ta A na and but IO per cent 
of th eir estim ated cost. The cheap­ 
est storage per acre foot in any 
of these sites is over 12 tim es as 
great as th a t of P rado and the 
average cost per acre foot of sto r­ 
age is over 17 tim es as great. 
"B ecause th e bedrock and a b u t­ 
m ents a t the P rado site consist of 
soft sandstone an earthen dam is 
estim ated upon. 
It is proposed to 
put a concrete core wall in the 
center of the dam down into this 
bedrock and build it up some IO feet 
or 15 feet above the present stream 
bed elevation. The earthen dam will 
he m ade probably by the hydraulic 
fill process, th a t is the soils will be 
w ashed down from the sides of the 
m ountain and the m aterial depos­ 
ited a t the upper and lower toe of 
the dam. By th is process the finer 
m aterial will be carried

Locates Bedrock 
"A t th e tim e the O range County 
report w as w ritten in 1925 no ex ­ 
plorations had been m ade for bed­ 
rock a t the P rado site and it w as 
therefore clearly stated in the report 
th at the estim ate given m u st be 
considered as prelim inary and 
for 
the purpose of 
determ ining 
the 
general desirability of 
proceeding 
w ith fu rth er plans. In th is estim ate 
a depth to bedrock of 50 feet w as 
assum ed on an average across the 
canyon. The sta te engineer’s office 
since th a t tim e has explored the 
dam site w ith diam ond core borings 
and found a m nxim um 
depth 
to 
bedrock of 84 feet. A t other places 
in the section it w as less than 50 
feet. The general bedrock condition 
is m ore severe th an originally esti­ 
m ated upon but it is not prohibi­ 
tive. 
"It is proposed to have the lower 
81,500 acre feet of capacity in the 
Prado reservoir under control w ith 
outlet gates in order th a t w ater m ay 
be conserved and held over as d e­ 
sired in th is portion of the reservoir.

the 1925 report to have permanent 
openings which will control 92,500 
acre feet of the capacity of the site 
for floor regulation purposes. If the 
entire reservoir elte were used for 
conservation then the short 
and 
violent floods m ight he discharged 
into a full reservoir causing great­ 
er waste through the spillway than 
Is desired. The top of the reservoir 
would be at elevation 530 feet above 
sea level where a large spillw ay ca­ 
pacity should bs provided for. This 
spillway would very seldom he put 
In service but for a dam of 
this 
type It is vital that such a spillway 
should be provided and it should 
be of such great capacity that no 
overflow of the dam would be pos­ 
sible. The upper face of the dam 
would be paved with concrete. 
Underflow Slight 
"The underflow at 
the 
Prado 
dam site probably does not exceed 
200 or 300 
m iner’s 
Inches. 
The 
regulated flood discharge from the 
P rado reservoir would be into the 
present channel of the river a short 
distance below the dam. This n a tu r­ 
ally would fill all the voids of the 
sand and the gravel in the bed of 
the canyon below the dam, 
giving 
the sam e condition therein as 
we 
have a t 
present. 
T he 
conserved 
w ater from the reservoir can either 
be discharged into the channel of 
the river and diverted by the ex ist­ 
ing canals as a t present or if it is 
found desirable the present canals 
could be continued up the canyon 
to the reservoir site. The effect in 
either case on the underflow in the 
canyon would he m uch the same. 
"D uring w et and norm al years It 
is estim ated th at 120,000 acre feet of 
conserved w ater would annually be 
delivered from the Prado reservoir 
site. How ever, during cycles of dry 
years this full am ount would not be 
so supplied. The average 
am ount 
through both w et and dry cycles 
th a t could be furnished is e stim at­ 
ed a t 111,000 acre feet. The S tate 
E ngineer’s office has m ade an elab- sub stan tial 
orate study of the rate at which 
w ater should be used during differ­ 
ent m onths of the year for irrig a ­ 
tion. T his is called the "ideal use.” 
At the present tim e about 
40,000 
acre feet of w ater per annum is 
being diverted from the lower Santa 
Ana river, of w hich only 24,000 acre 
feet are diverted in accordance w ith 
this rate of ideal use. The benefic­ 
ial regulation due to the conserva­ 
tion feature of this reservoir would 
therefore am ount to 87,000 acre feet. 
An average of about 20,000 acre feet 
per anum of flood w ater 
is 
now 
passing to the sea. T his could be 
conserved. Of the w ater th at passes 
through the flood control portion 
of the reservoir It is estim ated th at 
this could be regulated to a m axi­ 
mum discharge of 2000 second feet 
which all could be absorbed in the 
n atu ral channel of the river and on 
spreading grounds. It is estim ated 
th a t 36,700 acre feet 
per 
annum 
could 
be 
put 
underground 
by 
spreading. The total am ount of this 
conservation by spreading 
during 
the past 29 years would have ag g re­ 
gated about 1,000,000 acre feet. 
A vailable to County 
'The m anner in which this re ser­ 
voir would be used for conservation 
and spreading of w ater cannot 
be 
prescribed by the w riter. The im ­ 
pression th a t he has, however, is 
th at the rig h ts of the canal com ­ 
panies to divert w ater for the 
12 
m onths of the year would be 
re ­ 
cognized and their w ater regulated 
so as to deliver all of It during the 
period of ideal use and th at as m uch 
as posible of the additional w aters 
should be

underground

broadly available to the county. 
The estim ated cost of the Prado 
reservoir including 1000 acres 
of 
spreading grounds has been a t $5,- 
000,000. T his item includes the re ­ 
construction of highway, the ra il­ 
road and the change in other u til­ 
ities. The m ost uncertain factor in 
this estim ate Is the question of the 
value of the reservoir lands. These 
estim ates have not been review ed 
as yet since the bedrock explora­ 
tions and consequently will be m od­ 
ified. The S tate Engineer has not 
yet given an estim ate as to the cost 
of the dam. In providing a bond is­ 
sue it is recognized th at these fig ­ 
ures should be very liberal. 
The suggestion has been 
m ade 
th at if the Prado reservoir is built 
th at a portion of the 
w ater 
im ­ 
pounded therein m ay 
escape 
by 
percolation through the pass south 
of Pom ona and down Sail Jose creek 
to the San G abriel river. T his is 
entirely im possible 
because, 
the 
m axim um elevation of the w ater in 
the Prado reservoir will be 530 feet 
and the elevation of 
the 
ground 
w ater a t the sum m it of this 
pass 
south of Pom ona is 800 feet, or 270 
feet higher than the highest level 
th a t you will a tta in in the 
reser- 
soir. 
"One of the principal benefits of 
the Prado reservoir will consist in 
its regulation of the floods. 
Tile 
g reatest flood of which we have 
any definite knowledge is th at of 
1916 when it is stated th a t a d is­ 
charge 
of 
45,000 
cubic 
feet 
per 
second occurred through the c an ­ 
yon of the lower S anta Ana. D u r­ 
ing this m axim um flood the Prado 
reservoir would have reduced the 
discharge below the dam to 5800 
cubic feet per second. 
This would 
involve a w aste of some 3000 c u ­ 
bic feet per second into the sea. 
All other floods of which we have 
any knowledge for a period of the 
last 30 years 
would 
have 
been 
com pletely regulated so no w aste 
into the sea would have occurred. 
The U nited S tates Geological S u r­ 
vey has w ritten the history of the 
flood of 1916 in which it Is stated 
th at in O range county there were 
four lives 
lost 
and 
the dam age 
Is estim ated at $920,500.00. If such 
a flood occurred under the p res­ 
ent state of developm ent of the 
county, 
these dam ages would be 
m uch greater. 
Benefits O utlined

The United 
Htatee Foreet Service and various 
local organizations during the past 
20 years have been trying to re­ 
forest our mountain areas.

"The benefits

"It has been dem onstrated th at 


latlon alone of the county in 1925 is 
estim ated at 60,000. The

area in Orange County in 1889 was 
31,816 acres. In 1909 It w as 55,056 
acres, in 1920 it was 87,830 acres. In 
1925 this area, has been estim ated 
at 120,000. It is very apparent from 
these figures th at It la essential to 
conserve all w ater supply of the 
county posisble in order to preserve 
the developm ent which has now oc­ 
curred. If such conservation w orks 
are fully carried out and 
a 
m ore 
econom ical use of w ater la 
p ra c ­ 
ticed, it la believed th a t the 
area 
now being Irrigated can be m ain ­ 
tained. 
H ow ever there Is 100.000 
acres more of land In Orange C oun­ 
ty th a t could be developed if the 
w ater supply were available for It. 
One Opportunity 
"The one opportunity rem aining 
for a w ater supply in addition to 
the local am ounts will be from the 
Colorado river. These w aters will he 
very high priced as com pared 
to 
th© w ater th at you are now using. I 
They will, however, be available at 
prices w hich will perm it of their 
dom estic use. The Prado reservoir 
site in the judgm ent of the w riter. ! 
should be a term inus for the Colo­ 
rado River Aqueduct. By utilizing it !

Beat yolks of eggs until light. 
Add cream. 
Mix and sift sugar, 
flour, salt and cinamon. Add rais­ 
ins and apples and mix thoroughly.

and turn into a pie dish lined with 
pastry. Bake ten minutes in a hot 
oven. Reduce heat and bake until 
firm in a moderately slow oven. 
It will take about 30 minutes. Beat 
whites of eggs until stiff and dry. 
Beat in 4 tablespoons sugar and 
1-4 teaspoon vanilla. Cover pie with 
meringue and bake in a slow oven 
for eight minutes. Serve cold.

Citrus growers all over the county, and great 
numbers of residents of the county who are not 
citrus growers, are interested in the report of the 
cash returns from the first pool of valencias handled 
by the McPherson Heights Citrus association. 
This is the time of year when reports from citrus 
sales are watched with great concern. 
It was be­ 
cause of this interest and because of the large 
figure that oranges and lemons cut in the commer­ 
cial life of this count)' that The Register, a year 
ago, entered into arrangements for securing daily 
telegraphic reports from sales centers in the East. 
These reports come to us over the United Press 
wire at about I o’clock each day, and are hurried 
into type so that they can reach our readers in the 
evening paper. 
The above paragraph came rather as an aside 
remark.

He fought things out on their 
merits always. 
For the last few years. Carr has had 
a leading part in the fight for the Boulder dam. 
He was selected as Pasadena’s representative in 
that matter and in Washington his good judgment 
and wide experience put him into a position as 
right hand man for Senator Johnson and Congress­ 
man Swing in a1! of the complicated situations that 
arose there in relation to Colorado river legislation. 
Carr’s legal ability and training, his unquestioned 
honesty, his clear-sighted gift of analysis and his 
capacity for hard work especially fit him for public 
service upon the state railroad commission. 


THE RESTORED OIL RESERVES 


The navy’s oil reserves, it is announced, are re­ 
stored to the navy department, six years after their 
unfortunate transfer to the interior department. 
The navy department announces that, in admin­ 
istering the oil reserves, “its policy, in line with leg­ 
islation applying to the reserves as interpreted by 
the courts, will be a policy of conservation.’’ 
This is as it should be. 
It never should have 
been otherwise. 
And speaking of conservation, it would be well 
if that policy were somehow spread out to include 
all the nation’s oil fields, those privately owned as 
well as those held by the government. 
Conservation 
here should mean not only holding certain reserves, 
but also the curbing of waste, the complete ex­ 
haustion of a well before abandoning it, and the 
adoption of more efficient methods of drilling, 
pumping and refining. 


DOLLARS AND TONS 


•William H. Crocker, official Republican convention 
go-getter for San Francisco, is back from eastern 
points optimistic over the prospects of bringing the 
G. CL P. elephant to the city by the Golden Gate 
next year. 
He finds the majority of the National 
Committee delegates in favor of San Francisco as 
the convention city and adds that the only thing 
apparently, that could prevent its choice would he 
some exigency arising between now and December 
which would make it more 
strategic 
for 
political 
reasons to hold the meet elsewhere. 
Having heard Mr. Crocker’s view* It Is Interest­ 
ing to see an expression of opinion from elsewhere. 
Says the New York Herald Tribune editorially: 
"W ith her Invitation to the Republicans 
to 
hold 
their next convention within her gates. San F ran­ 
cisco could, lf she chose, supply the best of rec­ 
ommendations from the Democratic party. 
While 
I the Democratic candidate who was nominated in 
; that city in 1920 fell somewhat short of election, 
j there is no doubt that a good time was had by all 
\ the delegates. 
The W est does not yield even to the 
Sci.th in open-handed hospitality. 
"Despite Mr. Crocker’s confidence th at the suc- 
! cessful candidate in 1928 will be nominated almost 
I w ithin sound of the tides which flow through th# 
Golden Gate, it is still a little early to decide upon 
a convention town. 
Many cities which are eager to 
gain a place in history, or to make sure the place 
they have already won in presidential years, are still 
to be heard from. . . . Political strategy does not 
enter into the contest this year as far as the Repub­ 
licans are concerned. 
All tile states In which the 
aspiring cities are located will be in the Republican 
column in November. 
"W hat does m atter is climate and 
accessibility. 
The Democrats found Baltimore in 
1912 
and 
St. 
Louis in 1911> fairly accessible but extremely uncom­ 
fortable. 
When Chicago weather is on its good 
behavior she is an ideal convention city. 
But fail­ 
ing a lake breeze, Chicago can be as wearing to the 
stranger within her gates as was New York during 
the noisy struggle which resulted in the choice of 
Mr. Davis by the Democrats. 
San Francisco hat 
a delightful climate in the sum mer time, and her 
people are expert entertainers. 
But It is not likely 
that her Invitation will be accepted before those of 
many of her sister cities are received and consid­ 
ered." 
The big New York paper does not believe the 
question of political expediency, of which Mr. Crock­ 
er warns, enters into the choice of a city this time. 
Rather it is viewed simply as a m atter of climate 
and accessibility. 
The Herald Tribune lauds our 
climate but Is silent concerning the facility of reach­ 
ing our western slope. We believe that our induce­ 
ment of scenery, cool breezes and 
hospitality 
are 
sufficient to overbalance the disadvantage of dis­ 
tance. 
And lf the Democrats could 
buy 
railroad 
tickets to get here the poor Republicans should 
be able to raise the price. 
Give the convention to our 
metropolis 
whose 
threadbare boast is that she "knows how” and San 
Francisco will do the rest.

The pecan crop of Texas brought the growers of 
that state nearly $2,000,000 last year, and the Indus­ 
try is still In Its Infancy. A good many experiments 
have been made In California, more or less success­ 
ful, but the Industry has not been established here 
on a commercial basis. 
It would seem a timely piece of w'ork for the Riv­ 
erside experiment station to undertake a thorough 
study of the pecan problem with a view of deter­ 
mining w hether there is not some one variety well 
adapted to conditions here. 
There are a couple of 
trees on the A. B. Cutter place on 
Lemon 
street, 
planted by the late J. E. Cutter, th at produce pecans 
of very fine quality; those and others in Riverside 
might be utilized in any Investigations made. 
The more California can diversify its farm crops, 
the better; and the pecan seems to offer possibili­ 
ties that have not yet been followed up in any ex­ 
haustive and scientifli manner.

Not long ago the North American Review gave 
some eye-opening figures on what it costs to move 
freight by different methods. 
By horse and wagon, a dollar will pay for carry­ 
ing a ton a little more than four miles; 
By truck, the dollar will haul that ton 20 miles; 
At the average freight rate on American railroads, 
133 miles; 
On the Erie canal, 333 miles; 
On European canals, 500 miles; 
By the late route through the Soc canal, accord­ 
ing to 1913 freight rates, 1,500 miles; 
At the rate for coal on the Great Lakes and on 
the Mississippi river, 3,000 miles. 
Here are facts to keep in mind in the develop­ 
ment of the country’s future transportation systems.

CHICAGO JAYWALKERS 


Chicago, which is always on the move, is going 
to move with more precision, in order to make bet­ 
ter rpeed. 
The present effort is directed especially at pedes­ 
trians. 
They are being given a fortnight of inten­ 
sive training, after which they will be required to 
obey the “stop” and “go” signals the same as the 
motorists. 
Jaywalkers will be liable to fines as 
high as $100. 
Two other notable rules are expected to Kelp. 
Roller skates, kiddie cars, sleds and other “toy” 
vehicles are ruled off the street. 
Also women 
shoppers are forbidden to stop and gossip on the 
sidewalks of business streets. 
Both of these re­ 
forms will expedite the foot traffic.

Everyone who has followed the decreasing death 
rates of civilized communities during the past hun­ 
dred years realizes that much of the decrease Is 
due to the substantial reduction that has taken 
place during the first year of life. 
In 1900, the 
death rate of infants under one year were 161 per 
thousand; in 1910, 141 per thousand, and in 1920, 106 
per thousand. 
The number of deaths under one year decreased 
considerably, but those under one month decreased 
only slightly, and those under one week hardly at 
all. 
In other words, as pointed out by Dr. Howard 
W. Green of the Cleveland (Ohio) Health Council, 
the better economic conditions and public health 
work of the past 20 years is apparently not affect­ 
ing greatly the cause of death of Infants in the 
first week of life. 
Most of the deaths that occurred during the first 
year of life were due to disturbances of digestion 
and Infection of the gastrointestinal tract by food 
not properly safeguarded. 
This 
has 
been 
largely 
eliminated. 
The deaths which now occur are largely due to 
infection of the lungs, such as broncho-pneumonla, 
bronchitis, influenza and pneumonia. 
The number 
of deaths ascribed to venereal diseases in the par­ 
ents 
has 
decreased 
somewhat, 
but 
the 
number 
of deaths form congenital malformations and from 
injuries a t birth remains approximately the same. 
The one factor which has steadily increased dur­ 
ing the past generation as a cause of deaths in 
infants is the rate from prem ature birth. 
This ap­ 
parently is associated with parental infection and 
with bad obstetrical care, and it Indicates the ne­ 
cessity for more attention to the condition of the 
mother during the period before the child’s birth. 
Certainly the mother who wishes to save her baby 
should see a physician just as soon as she realizes 
that she is to have a child, and should visit him 
j regularly until after the child’s birth. 


Many persons throughout the country who are not inclined to 
be wet in their sympathies have remained skeptical about the feasi­ 
bility of prohibition as a national order. 
There is one way to bring this part of the public around to 
a more favorable attitude toward prohibition. 
The head of the 
newly organized bureau of prohibition. Dr. J. M. Doran, after his 
recent conference with his assistants and enforcement officials, 
called in from various parts of the country, announced that he was 
highly pleased with the situation, that enforcement officials had 
been admonished to observe the law themselves and that better 
results in enforcement were to be expected. 
The friends of prohibition will hope so. 
Enforcement seldom 
has been satisfactory since prohibition was inaugurated. 
Yet it 
is the only way out. 
Admittedly, there are many difficulties in 
enforcement. 
They include political interference, a hostile as well 
as an indifferent popular attitude on the part of certain classes 
throughout the country, and the task of securing both competent 
and dependable enforcement agents. 
These conditions must be 
combated. 
More than that, they must be overcome.
